‘GRAPE PESTS AND OISEASES. 


Some laterestisg Talk at the State 
Viticultural Couvéntion. 

Thus far the vineyards of Southern 
California have been remarkably free 
from thie the dreaded pests which are 
beginning to seriously annoy the viti- 
culturists of the northern counties. 
This fact is certainly cause for congrat- 
ulation, but it should not lead vine-grow- 
ers here to sleep on their oars. Viti- 
culture is,and is destined to be,on : of the 
greatest industries of Southern Califor- 
nia, but growers must be prepared, ere — 
long, to encounter the same obstacles _ 
which are now being met in Northern 
California. 

At the meeting of the State Viticultu- 
ral Convention, now in sessiop in San 
Francisco, Prof. Eisen, a well-known 
fruit grower of Fresno county, men- 
tioned some of the insect pests which 
ate becoming harmfully familiar in por- 
Among them may 
be named the green locust, the grape- 
worm or grape-moth, caterpillar, the

rarity in California. It attacks the 
young branches of the vines, and, if — 
present in large numbers, feeds on the 
leaves and tendrils, Vines located on 
ditch banks are the most liable to at- 
tack.. The green locusts make their 
first appearance in May and resemble 
small grasshoppers jumping about with- 
out doing any mischief. Chickens and_ 
turkeys are the best remedies. The 
chicken-coops should be built on sleds 
so that they can be moved about and 
the chickens will eat the locusts. A 
second remedy is the planting of castor 
beans in ‘or near the vineyards. The 
locusts will settle on these beans, and, 
after feeding on them, perish. The 
green giape-worm is a far more danger- 
ous enemy and will in a short time over- 
run a vineyard in seemingly infinite 
numbers. The big grape-moth, also 
caterpillar :pests, appear in the vine- 
yards in May and June, especially at the 
hour of sunset, and can then be seen 
darting through the air like humming 
birds, for which they are often mis- 
taken. They lay eggs which are de- 
posited on the growing grapevines, 
from which, after a few weeks, are 
hatched small caterpillars or worms 
that grow very fast and at first escape 
attention. The remedy for these worm 
and caterpillar pests is the planting of 
small beds of verbena plants in the vine- 
yords. Then a boy stationed there 
at sunset can catch hundreds of the in- 
sects with a butterfly net. 

THE VINE-HOPPER. 


‘With the exception perhaps of the 
phylioxetra, the most destructive enemy 
to the viniculturist is the small winged 
insect known as the vine-hopper. 


todie or to rest. Flour of sulphur is 
the safest and best remedy. ‘Parisigreen 
and London purple, which are some- 
times used, are too liable to poison the 
vine. If the sulphur be mixed with 
quicklime it will be made more.effec- 
tive.. 

“*The yellow mite is a sort ot spider 
parasite, which thus far has appeared in 
only one part of our State. It is so 
small that it can hardly be seen with 
the naked eye. Whena hotspell comes 
in spring or summer the plants some- 
times begin to look faded, the leaves 
get dry and crisp, lose their fresh green 
color, tarn to a whitish yellow and when 
touched fall off. The grape grower is 
puzzled to learn whatis the trouble with 
his vines and probably thinks that they 
have been scorched by the sun, but if he 
examines one of the leaves under a mag- 
nifying glass the lower surface will be 
seen to be covered with a fine web, un- 
der which are running a dozen or more

NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD 
LANDS. 


The lands through which the North- 


ern Pacific Railroad passes are being | 


widely advertised, but immigrants 
should be careful not to be carried 
away with the too flowery descriptions 
of this new country to be: found in 
railroad pamphlets. The fact is that 
large areas of the new Northwest con- 
sist of sterile, almost worthless lands, 
with a terrible climate at mény sea- 
sons of the year-—where cyclones 
abound in summer and the winters 
are almost arctic in their severity. 

A gentleman who has lately visited 
Dakota gives some valuable informa- 
tion which should be carefully read 
by those’ who contemplate or have 
friends contemplating a location in the 
northwest. 

Concerning the Red River Val- 
ley he says that “the soil is 
goo:l, but not as good as Kansas 
soil.” Crops are not’ to be relied upon, 


and this year the average will only be 


ten or twelve bushels to the acre. 
Outside of the Red River valley ‘“‘the 
country is the most Godforsaken on 
the face of the earth,’ the desert of 
Sahara perhaps excepted. ‘It is com- 
posed of sand, alkali and swamp, 
worthless for agricultursl purposes, 
and covered with snow for séven 
months ofthe year.”’ The rush of 
people to thé territory was caused by 
the heavy advertising of the Northern 


Pacific railway, which has gone 
to extremes in misrepresenting 
the real merits of the country. 
An instance is given of © the 
‘methods employed by the railway 
company in supporting the great 
Dalrymple. farm. This 2,300. acre 


wheat field, it is said, has never earned 
& dollar, but has been maintained at a 
tremendous ccst by the Northern Pa- 
cific as a gigantic advertisement. The 
poor European emigrants, particularly 
the Swedes and Norwegians, were easi- 
ly influenced by the Pacific’s agents, as 
they knew nothing of other sections, 
but they are rapidly discovering that 
better land and climate are to be found 
in Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and Mis- 
souri, to say nothing of California, and 
they are leaving Dakota by the thous- 
ands. In one county, out of 900 fami- 
lies which have settled within two 
“years, only four families remain. 
Nearly all these settlers went to Dakota 
_ with from $1,590 to $5,000 in money, 
and have been fortunate in discover- 
ing their desperate situation before they 
' expended much. They are therefore 
‘nearly all well enough supplied 
with money to leave. The accounts 
of the sufferings endured by the 
classes are heart-rending. 
The fierce winter caught them in 


hastily ccnstructed houses, and the 


scarcity of feed and fuel and cut- 
ting off of communications made 
them curse the day they came, and 
the emigration agents who seduced 
them into coming. Other reports 
from various. sources confirm the 
belief .that immigrants can do 


much better than to locate on the 


Northern Pacific at present. 


A NEW paper called “Father Colum- 
bia” has been started in New York, 
whose object is to advocate the nom1- 
nation of Ben.

A couple of weeks ago, when charges 
were first made that a lawyer named 
Robbins had been tampering with a 
number of young girls there, public 
indignation was so great that, had not 


from the place, he would undoubtedly 
have been lynched. © Now public 
Opinion «has almost entirely chang- 
ed. A medical examination of the 
children alleged to have been tam- 
pered with has proven the charges to 
be utterly groundless, and the mother 
of the girl who first mace complaint 
avainst Robbins has been held up to 
scorn would-be blackmailer—one 
who has used her children for similar 
purposes in other communities. The 
charges against Robbins included 
other citizens, all of whom came near 
being hanged by the indignant popu- 
lace. There is now some talk of tar- 
ring and feathering the McCrellis crowd 
and driving them out of town. 

‘If anything would justify a resort to 
mob law, 1t would be the infamous 
conduct of the degraded woman who 
made merchandise of her children in 
them anner described; yet we hope the 
good name of Modesto will not be 
tarnished by a resort to any violent 
expedient. The guilty parties ought’ 
to be taken out and decorously, care- 
fully and kindly strangled.

Dead Languages. 

To the Editor of the Times. —Sre:| 
We have, properly and usefully, a high 
school. This is, like the other public 
schools, supported by the tax payers. 

In looking over the curriculum of 
study in that institution, I find promi- 
nence given to the Latin and Greek lan- 
guages. Now, in the nave of reason, 
why should the people of Los An,eles 
be taxed for the instruction of a few 
pupils in these musty dead languages? 
It may be said that the high school is 
designed in part to fit pupils for the 
University, and that institution de- 
mands a preparation in these languages. 
Then away with Latin and Greek from 
the University! But if a knowledge 
of these languages be demanded by the 
University, let people buy this instruc- 
tion outside of the public, schools. 
There is no sense in compelling people 
to pay taxes for such rubbish. 

In this city we are told that a jecke | 
number of children are unable to find 
sittings in the primary public schools, 
while a teacher in the high school is 
paid $1,250 per year to teach Latin and 


Greek to a dozen or twostudents. This 
sum would nearly pay’ two primary 
teachers for teaching a hundred pupils 
in the elementary branches of an Eng- 
lish education. 

In an address at Harvard Commence- 
ment, by the Hon. Charles Francis Ad- 
ams, this feature of our educational 
system is severely and justly attacked, 
and I may be allowed to use some of 
his arguments without being charged 
with plagiarism. 

Three centuries ago the grammatical 
study of these two languages was the 
basis of all education, and inthe most 
of our colleges it is still the basis of it. 
To a clergyman a knowleege ofHebrew, 
Latin, and Greek may be necessary. 
To the lawyer, druggist and physician a 
knowledge of Latin is perhaps neces- 
sary. But the people should not be 
taxed to educate lawyers, ministers or 
doctors. In this active, bustling, mod- 
ern life, full of living issues, we should 
educate our children for its duties and 
responsibilities. A superficial knowl- 
edge of two or three dead lan- 
guages does not fit pupils for the 
duties of modern life, and _ the 
time spent on them is merely ‘thrown 
away, In the study of these tongues 
our mother tongue is too frequently 
ignored. A complete knowledge of 
English literature and composition is 
of the first importance, where we can 
find the choicest thoughts of human 
mind,and the most perfect forms of hu- 
man speech. The sciences are too;much 
neglected now-a-days. Hew many of 
our graduates know anything of bot- 
any, geology, chemistry, astronomy and 
natural history? The disciples of ‘ic, 
hac, hoc, will go through our fields 
knowing nothing of the -flora and 
fauna of the land; nothing of the 
rocks and the soils; nothing of the de- 
“velopments of the animal, mineral 
or vegetabie world. They look above 
and know nothing of the heavenly bod- 
ies, aud the great principles that under- 
lie the universe. To them Nature is 
almost a sealed book. 

I do not deny that a knowledge of 
Latin and Greek is useful in getting at 
the etymology of many words in ourown 
language. But this knowledge may be 
obtained as we get that of the etymology 
of French, Italian and Anglo Saxon 
words. It is an accomplishment and 
has its’ uses—but there are too many 
important branches of science which are 
broadly practical and essentially neces- 
sary, to permit any one to fritter away 
‘time over the musty volumes of Latin 
and Greek authors—when all that is 
useful in them can be had through 
printed translations. 

These animadversions gre not appli- 
cable to the study of the modern lan- 
guages. There is a saying that a living 
dog is better than a dead lion—which 
here might be changed to, a living lion 
is infinitely superior to a dead dog. 
The living should not be sacrificed to 
the dead. The worship of the classical 
fetich should cease in America and there 
should be opened instead to our people 
the avenues co modern life and living 
thought. Let then the study of the old 
dead languages in our high school give 
way to the study of the German, French 
and Spanish—but above all to an ex- 
haustive study of the grand old English 
language in all its*departments, which 
will fit our boys and giris for the living 


upon the duties of practical life. Away 
then with the musty, mouldy and obso- 
lescent languages of the dead! At léast 
do not longer compel our taxpayers to 
pay their hard-earned money for this 
kind of rubbish. Life is too short to be 
thrown away upon such futilities, and 
money too valuable to be exchanged for 


practical nothings. CITIZEN.
